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Applicant's proposed after final amendent will not be eneterd because the amendement does not simply incorporate limitation of 
dependent claims as is t in the independent claim. The limitations are reworded and altered, therfore, this will require further search and 
consideration. 

Some of Applicant's argument are directed to the new limitation, which has not been eneterd. 

Applicant argues that "neither Wang et al nor Mohebbi teach or suggest applying rules at a computer to select terminal device...". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's argument. On one hand, Wang teaches base station, mobile station, and a fax terminal 
device resident within communication system 100 as shown in Fig. 1 . Wang also teaches applying some rule (such as AT command, see 
abstract) from a personal computer in order to set up a digital fax transmission. On the other hand, Mohebbi teaches two different base 
transceiver stations in a cellular mobile communication network. Mohebbi also teaches selecting one of the base station to be used in 
transmission of the of the subsequent downlink signal to a mobile station (col. 3, lines 29-43). Thus, the combination of Wang in view of 
Mohebbi did not fail to address the limitation recited in claim 1 . 

Examiner also believes that the final rejection addressed all other arguments. 
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
